The Licking Valley Rural 
Electric Cooperaive Corp. and 
some of its subscribers in the 
Morgan County area have been 
plagued in recent weeks by 
thieves in search of copper. 

Scarce copper is now bring 
ing a high price per pound from 
scran metal dealers and during 
the past few weeks thieves have 
stripped copper wiring from 
several empty houses in the 
county. 

In addition, numerous trans¬ 
former boxes have been remov¬ 
ed from poles, dismantled, and 
the copper wiring taken. 

Even service lines have been 
cut down and stolen. 

RECC Manager Ed Gevedor 
reports that most of the dam 
age has been noted in sparsely 
populated areas of the county. 

One family returned homo 
from a visit to discover that all 
the food in llieir deep freeze 
had spoiled after thieves had 
cut down the service wires lead 
ing to their house. 

A transformer stripped bj 
thieves represents several hun 
tired dollars loss to the co-op, 
Mr. Gevedon said, and in return 
the thieves get only a few cent- 
worth of topper. 

Persons caught stripping wir¬ 
ing and other fctures will be 
prosecuted .o the limit of the 
law.
